Sir: 


I beg to respectfully invite your attention to the matter of wages allowed the Clerks in my 
office. I use the plural number, although one of them — Mr. Frick — is nominally only a helper in 
the Melting Dept., assigned to duty in my office. He is very efficient and his services are of great 
value to me. I think it due to him that some additional compensation should be allowed — 
whether as a clerk or in any other designation which may meet your approval. I earnestly hope 
you may find it consistent with the good of the service to grant him some form of promotion. If it 
will aid you, I will respectfully request his appointment as an additional clerk. His willing 
service will be the more zealous from such recognition, and together with the hearty cooperation 
of Dr. Muckleé, I will be able to devote more time to the general problems of the service. It will 
aid me again if I am able to place Dr. Mucklé on the footing of his predecessor, by having his 
pay fixed at the same rate viz: $5.00 per diem. 


He is a gentleman of scientific education — always to be relied upon for attention to his 
duties, and thoroughly efficient, yet feels that an injustice is done him by a reduction of pay from 
that which he had reason to expect, when appointed. The desire to remove all such feeling — and 
to feel that I have the hearty aid of all on whom I must rely, induces me to respectfully request 
that his pay be made $5.00 per diem from May Ist. I feel confident of making much large 
savings in other directions.
